HOW JURYMAN ALLEN SAVED DEPUTY 
: SHERIFF 0’OONNOR. 


| Recorder John J. Prendergast 
de te Tria Before a Jury This Morn- 
ms he Caust Decides That the Govern- 
ment May Offer Expert Testimony, Leav- 
ing Little Room for Hope for the De- 
fendants—Egan Moves the Court for a 
New Trial—How the Registry Books Were 
Forged in the Third Ward. 


After deliberating for four hours, the jury in 
the ease of Deputy Sheriff Jos. O’Connor, 
who was tried yesterday, failed to agree and 
was diseharged by Judge Thayer in the United 
States Cirouit Court. This termination was

twenty-two persons. 
ces admitted dy the 
detendant. e. went to Blong's saloon 
on Mtrgan and Jefferson avenue on the night 
of September 15, 1886.

the City Attorney’s clerk,in which position his 
judgment on offenses against the law was 
exercised daily. Altogether he had been in of- 
ficial position for six years, active in every 
election, as he had testified. He thought it 
was effrontry to ask a jury to believe thet 
O'Connor was ignorant of What ne was doing. 
The attorneys foi the defendant made no adg 
dresses, bri submitted the case, when Judge 
Brewer gave oral instructions, over which the 
jury, and indeed the lawyers within the bar 
stumbled. The Court in the early part 
of the instructions was understood to 
order that if the testimony had 


not established the fact that the defendant 
had gone before aregistering officer and to 
him impersonated the persons charged in the 
indictment he was not 45 of the offense for 
which he was tried. Later he was understood 
4 many to enlarge on these views and to 
charge that the false registration on the official 
book constituted an offense as charged. With 
these mixed views the jury retired 
shortly before 4 o’clock leaving a 
variously impressed audience to await 
their return. At o’clock the jury 
asked if the official registration book was evi- 
dence of the presence of the officer charged 
with its keeping. The Court answered at 
length that all the evidence must be applied to 
the questions arising. A ballot was taken, re- 
sulting in a vote of 10 for conviction and 2 tor 
acquittal. The jurors were unable to agree 
upon a verdict under the instructions as they 
understood them,and stated that there was no 
prospect of an agreement. At8o’clock they 
were discharged by Judge Thayer. 


HOW THE JURY STOOD. 

A few moments after the O’Connor jury re- 
tired, a ballot showed thateleven of the jurors 
favored conviction, notwithstanding the im- 
pressions received from the opening of the 
charge. James F. Allen of Scott county was 
the only juror who opposed conviction. The 
others tried to conyince him, but he said 
he accepted O' Connor's statements and 
would not yield a single point. Owing to this 
position, taken by the single jury man and ob- 
stinately maintained, no verdict could be 
agreed upon. 


Motions for New Trials. 


This morning motions for new trials in the 
election fraud cases were called in the United 
States Circuit Court. The argument in the 
case of Peter R. Morrissey was set for next 
Monday. 

Mr. W. C. Marsball made the argument for a 
new trial in the case of Deputy Recorder Peter 
J. Egan. He contended that the defendant’s 


interests had been prejudiced by the consoll- 
dation ot the two indictments. They were 
conflicting, but the consolidation had the 
effect of introducing proof which, had either 
ofthe repugnant charges been withdrawn, 
would not be admissible under the remaining 
indictment. In the mass of testimony offered 
it was but natural that the jury did not make the 
distinction between the testimony introduced 
in support of one charge and that introduced 
introducd in support of the gther, but when 
instructed to acguiton the first indictment 
they applied all the testimony to the remain- 
ing indictment. He also contended that the 
evidence did not prove that the Tenth Ward 
was in the Ninth Congressional District. The 
Government stated that all the points had al- 
— F pemsarg passed on, and they accordingly 
would not make an argument. Judge Brewer 
passed the questions down until 2 p. m. 


Deputy Recorder Prendergast on Trial, 


Shortly before noon John J. Prendergast, 
Deputy Recorder for the Third Ward at the 
November election, 1886, was put upon trial ir 
the United States Circuit Court, on a 


charge of falsely entering thirty-three 
names and addresses in the registration books 
of his ward. Mr. James W. Huff appeared 
as counsel for the defendant. A slight 
delay was caused by the absence of 
Recorder Williams, ex-Recorder Hoblit- 
zelle and ex-Deputy Recorder Bull, 
who had been excused. Mr. Williams ap- 
peared when notified by telephone and identi- 
tied the official oath book to which Prender- 
gast had affixed his signature on August 
31, 1886. Deputy Recorder Bull then 
took the stand and identified the 
the Registration Books A and Bof the Third 
Ward. 

The Government then called Tillman Tutz to 
the witness stand. He testified that he now 
lived at No. 1030 Morrison avenue, but that he 
formerly lived at 829 Gratiot street. The wit- 
ness was shown the registration book of 
the Third Ward for last September, in which 
the registration of Tillman Tutz, 829 Gratiot 
street appeared. Witness stated that he had 
not written the 
ned anybody else to register for him. 
He knew the defendant by sight for 
a year, but had never spokento him. He was 
then cross-examined, when the facts were 
elicited thatthe witness never had applfed to 
any one for registration and never voted atan 
election in his life. When asked if any othe 

erson of the name lived at the address given 
n the book, he said the only other person 
bearing his name was his nephew, a 6-year-old 


boy. 

ene Krapp of No. 700 South Third 
street Was the nett witness sworn. 
He said that he kept a boarding-house 
and that no man of the name of John Rogers 
lived at his house for any length of time. He 
thought it possiple that a man of that name 
might have lived there for a day or two last 
September, but he could not remember any 
such person. The .registration appeared on 
the books. . ~ 

Wm. Wells, who lives at No. 1530 South 
2 wa called next. He testified that 
he knew the @efemdant and had known him 
for twelve The witness was shown a 
registration in the name of William Wells, 736 
South Third street. He testified that he had 
not written in the book. He had never appeared 
before Prendergast to take the oath of regis- 
tration, nor had he ever authorized any per- 
son to register in his name. He said he also 
knew Archie Merrell, who lived at No. 736 
South That street. The place was a boarding- 
house, but the witness had never lived there. 
Merrell was acquainted with Prendergast, but 
witness could not state how intimately. 

Archie Merrell aiid Adolph Kaub, from whose 
addresses registrations: appeared in the book, 
were gexi.cuailed. but. failed to answer. Dis- 

det Attorney Bashaw-then asked for attach- 
m for the g witnesses. The Court 
ordered the writs to issue to the Marshal. 

Charles Forsee, a colored man living at No. 
$20 Cedar street, was called. Heswore that he 
had lived at that number since the first day of 
January, 1886, and knew all the occupants of 
the house. No man named Thos. Col- 
lins, who appeared on Prendergast’s book 
as regis from No. Cedar street, 
had lived at that number in the time desig-

A LIBEL SUIT. 


O'Neil Claims $50,000 From the 
Springfield Printing Company. 


A libel suit for $50,000 was filed this afternoon 
inthe Circuit Court by Chester H. Krum on 
behalf of Frank R. O’Neil, managing editor of 
the Republican, against the Springtield Print- 
ing Company.

A Locomotive’s Disastrous Flight—Damaged 
by an Explosion.

and indicate that the approaching season will 
far surpass the highly creditable records of 
the two preceding years. The interstate com- 
merce bill will directly contribute to this effect. 
The discriminating through rates that have 
heretofore operated in favor of Eastern mar- 
kets have been removed, while the rate from 
St. Louis to the Eastern factories has been 
materially reduced from last year, which is a 
direct benefit to the patrons of this market. 
Regarding the ruling opening prices, it is im- 
possible to speak with any certainty in the 
present dull and unsettled condition of both 
the Wool and Woolen goods markets. 
Good reasons can be given either for 
lower prices or for a _ continuance 
of present quotations. Itis claimed by the 
advocates of the former thata further decline 
is inevitable on account of the unusually large 
stocks carried in all the large wool centers of 
the country; that there has been a loss to 
holders on this stock of 3c to 5c per pound 
since last fall; that this will naturally make 
buyers timid and conservative, and cause the 
new wool to accumulate. It is further urged 
that an inequality in our tariff forels foreign 
goods an advantage that foreign wool 
does not enjoy, and that is was 
the reason that manufactured 4 in this 
country did not follow the raw ma- 
terial in its upward bound, and that both arti- 
cles were more or less stagnated all winter. 
On the other hand, it is claimed by those ad- 
vocating a continuance of present prices that 
the depressing state of things existing a year 
ago has passed away, and that the opening 
figures for this season ought to be materially 
higher than those of last. Europe at that 
time reached the lowest point known in forty- 
five years, which enabled them to export 
heavily to the United States. Since then 
rices have mounted abroad from 50 to 
per cent, and ure at present firm on 
that basis So the European specter 
has been almost entirely removed. Then, 
again, it is urged that the general 
business condition of this country is prosper- 
ous; that the mills have made money duriug 
the past year, and that certain grades of wool 
— 2 = about as low as they were a year 
ago. lle it is possible that present prices 
may ny the general opinion seems to 
be that the bulk of the new wool will be sold a 
cent or so below present quotations; or in 
other words, about half way between the 
highest and lowest point of last year.

OFFICIAL CASUISTRY. 

The State officials of Pennsylvania and 
many of the Judges of the courts,” says 
the Philadelphia Record, “ride on free 
„passes, notwithstanding the provision 
‘fofthe State Constitution, that no rail- 
“road or other transportation company 
‘‘shall grant free passes. All these offi- 
cials have taken an oath to“ support, obey 
and defend the Constitution of this Com- 
monwealth.“ The statement of the 
Record, which is owned by one of the 
the wealthiest and most responsible men 
in Pennsylvania, is therefore a distinct 
charge that they are violating the law and 
their oaths, and ifthe charges were un- 
true they could make him pay them heavy 
damages for slander. 

But instead of taking that course they 
admit the truth of the statement, and 
justify their acceptance of the passes by 
the plea that the prohibition is against 
the grant“ of free passes by the rail- 
roads, and not against the acceptance of 
such gifts by any person. As the rail- 
roads could not grant them the passes if 
they refused to accept them, it is plain 
that the violation of the law by the rail- 
roads is with their official consent and con- 
nivance. When they thusassist a railroad 
to violate the law, as it could not do with- 
out their consent and assistance, they cer- 
tainly are violating their oaths to support, 
obey and defend the law. Not only that, 
but they are accepting bribes, valuable 
considerations, for aiding and abetting 
railroads in this violation of law. 

This truth stands out so clear that no 
quibble can obscure it, and it is equally 
clear that both the officials and the rail- 
roads venture upon this violation of law 
merely because the Legislature, tarred 
with the same stick, has refused to attach 
any statutory penalty to their crime, 
and they can commit it with impuphity. 
The railroads are perennial suitors for 
official, judicial and legislative favor, but 
in spite of official oaths against receiving 
‘‘any valuable thing for the performance 
or non- performance“ of official duties, 
these free-pass bribes are openly given 
and as openly used by the Governor, the 
Judges and office-holders of every grade, 
on the manifestly untenable plea that 
they are not valuable things“ and do 
not influence official action. 

If a Judge on the bench should, from a 
private litigant in a case pending before 
him, accept the value in money of an an- 
nual pass, good to carry him all over the 
State, would such a plea be acceptod? 
Would it acquit a juror arraigned for ac- 
cepting a bribe? Would it exculpate a 
voter convicted of accepting such a 
‘‘courtesy’’ from a candidate at the polls? 
If officials cannot see any bribery in this 
sort of thing, nor any crime in thus vio- 
lating positive mandates of the law, so 
muoh the more reason for penalties that 
will compel them to obey the law.

COMMENTING on the Democratic Central

THE TREATY DENOUNCED. 

Leo Hartman, the Russian Nihilist who came 
to this country four years agoto escape the 
emissaries of the Uzar, and who has been the 
subject of some diplomatic correspondence 
between the two countries, said yesterday 
that the proposed treaty was an insultto the 
people of Russia and the United States. No 
monarchical Government in Europe or the 
world could be induced to grant the conces- 
sions so readily given to Russia by our State 
Department. It vas surprising, he said, that 
a country professing to represent the em- 
bodiment of liberty should be the first to 
bow to the will of a despotic power. In 
that respect the State Department had gone 
further than the most autocratic government 
in the world in making political offenders sub- 
ject to extradition. 

It is a direct violation, it seems to me, 
he continued, ot the letter and spirit of your 
Constitution. Underthis treaty a man can be 
arrested by the Russian police as easily in the 
United States as in Russia. All the safeguards 
for the protection of the liberties of the peo- 
ple are thrown down. I don’t believe that the 
American people are in sympathy with such a 
treaty. The State Department cannot repre- 
sent the popular willof this country. Since 
the publication of the treaty an association has 
been formed here called 

THE RUSSIAN-AMERIOAN NATIONAL LEAGUE. 

I have been elected President. In two weeks 
we will bave a membership of 2,000, and before 
theend of the year it will be increased to 
10,000. The object of the association is to pro- 
tect the interests of Russians coming to this 
country and to help our friends at home in 
their struggle for freedom. We admit all na- 
tionalities of Russians. Russia's emancipa- 
tion from the yokeof tyrannyis not far dis- 
tant. The movementis steadily progressing, 
until now it has penetrated even to the Ozar’s 
own household. The ratification of this 
new treaty on the part of the 


American Government will not be such a se- 
rious blow to the growth of Nihilism in Rus- 
sia as might be supposed. Nothing can stop 
the sp of Nihilism in Russia. e be 
ning of Nihilism in Russia dates from the 
cemvrists revolt under Czar Nicholas. That 
was suppressed or put down for the time be- 
ing. The next outbreak was led by Kara- 
kosoff which resulted in the killing of Czar 
Alexander II. Six months later Netchayeff 
headed another uprising and then we come 
to the present attempt on the life of the Czar. 
Following each uprising the most strenuous 
efforts were made to crush out Nihilism. Tort- 
ures of the most horrible and revolting kind 
were resorted to; families were separated and 
in many instances babies and young children 
were torn from their parents and put on the 
rack to force their ents to confess. Hun- 
dreds of infants and children have been

in this wa Well, in spite of torture and per- 
secution, thilism has been steadily on the in- 
crease. ‘When you understand what the ad- 
vocates of liberty have undergone in that o 
pressed country, you will readily see that t 6 
onward course can not be retarded long by the 
treaty. The treaty, however, is an insult to 
American institutions and we cannot believe 
thut it will be sustained by the mass of the 
people here. The leaders of the Nihilist party 
— Russia are not anxious to have an asylum 
en for them to retreat to in America. 
1 ey are brave men and understand that their 
lives may be sacrificedany day. They don’t 
care for that. They don’t wish to retreat, but 
will push ahead if only to certain death for 
their cause of liberty. The people of Russia 
have heard of the American Declaration of 
Independence and it has touched a respons- 
ive chord in their breasts. That is their 
model. They are working to accomplish for 
Russia what the Revolutionary fathersjdid for 
the United States.

The Agreement PRG ES he Wholesalers—A 
Reserve List—Boycot¢ing Measures of

The ice pools may de on the ragged edge 
may be tottering to thé fall, but both the 
wholesalers’ pool and the Retailers’ Assooia- 
tion have so far exhibited strength that 
is somewhat disheartening to those who pre- 
dicted its rerdy collapse. The retailers 
sent out a circular printed early in the season 
telling customers that it was ‘‘well known 
that the ice cut in the vicinity of St. Louis the 
Present season is very short,’’ and that a 
much larger quantity of ice than usual will 
have to be shipped long distances, chiefly by 
railroads at advanced rates. The wholesal- 
ers did not coneur in that position, 
maintaining, that though ice was reason- 
ably plenty they had heretofore 
been doing business for a smaller margin of 
profit than befitted them. As the advances of 
the former were based upon the advances of 
the latter the public made its own deductions. 
The wholesalers’ pool includes the -Huse-

keeping a record ofall consumers of ice who 
are now buying ice from other than members 
of the association and of those who are now 
trying in various ways to assist outsiders in 
defeating the ends of this association. 

Resolved, second, That no member of the 
Retail Ice Dealers’ Association, be allowed to 
furnish ice to any one so registered in this 
book after April 12, 1887, at a less rate than $1

of any dealers to observe the above rule 
strictly shall result in a fine of $50, being im- 
posed upon such dealer for each violation.

DEFENDING KISSANE. 


AN INTERESTING STATEMENT BY A 
BROTHER OF MRS. ROGERS. 


Amasa Chapin One of the Parties In- 
dicted and Tried for the Burning of the 


Steamer Martha Washington—All the 
Accused Honorably Acquitted—Dr. Tal- 
mage Defends the Ex-Forger, 


CHICAGO, II., April 9.—The News this morn- 
ing says: The effort to identify W. K. Rogers, 
now a rich citizen of Sonoma, Cal., as Wm. 
Kissane, who is charged, with others, with 
having burned the steamer Martha Washing- 
ton in 1852 for the insurance, in whicha num- 
ber of lives were lost, and with a series 
of other equally as monstrous crimes, 
opens up what proves to be a very 
old and painful sore. Amasa Chapin, 
for twenty-eight years a resident of 
Chicago, and for the last sixteen years con- 
nected with Selz, Schwab & Co., is a brother 
of the wife of Capt. Cummings, who cuta 
considerable figure in the life of Sidney C. 
Burton, according to Burton’s account, and 
that of his daughter, Mrs. Bowman, who ig 
now striving to locate Kissane. 
THE TRIAL FOR ARSON. 
The trial of the alleged conspirators was 
rot at Helena, Ark.,’’ said Mr. Chapin to a 
reporter last evening, ‘‘as stated by the dis- 
patches inthe papers to-day. I was one of 
the persons who was arrested for the burning 
of the Martha Washington, and the trial was 
at Columbus, O. Our lawyers at that time 
were so well satisfied that there had been no 
conspiracy that they were disposed 
not to attempt to make a case. 
We were all tried and honorably 
acquitted. Burton did not produce a sointilla 
ofevidence against us. He was working in 
the interest of the insurance companies, and, 
after he had begun the prosecution, he tried 
desperately hard to sonvict us, I simply re- 
garded him as a monomaniac. After the trial 
about a year—I think it was, he was indicted 
for perjury and when he died he was under 
the surveillance of the authorities. As to 
Capt. Cummings, Idid not know him until 
1850, and after he had been married to my sis- 
ter some two years. That statement about 
her going down on the Rio Grande and

and compelling him to marry her is untrue. 
Cummings was a sutler in the Mexican war, 
and he and my sister were married at New 
Orleans, I think it was, in 1848. Mrs, Cum- 
mings has been dead fourteen or fifteen years. 
She lived here in Chicago six or seven years, 
and had quite a circle of acquaintances here 
who knew that she wasnot the woman to 
walk the floor in a rage, as Burton’s danghter 
has described, and intimidate a stranger with 
flashing eyes by saying she could hit a quarter 
across the room with a pistol. 

‘*l regret the opening of this old sore,’’ 
continued Mr. Chapla. We are all of us 
honorably acquitted of the crime charged 
thirty-four years ago. I lived in Cincinnati 
eight years after the trial and was a respected 
citizen. Here are my children grown up who 
know nothing of this, and it is pretty hard on 
an old man like me to have the matter 
brought before them now. With our- 
selves honorably acquitted and our 
persecutor, Burton, dying under indictment 
for perjury, Ido not see why the press wants 
to take up the story of Burton’s daughter, 
Mrs. Bowman, and spread it over the coun- 
try. Ishould judge from the description that 
this man Rogers is Kissane. I have notknown 
where Kissane was since I left Cincinnati in 
1858. 

Amasa Chapin is 66 years old, wears a full, 
white beard and has the bearing and appear 
ance of a well-preserved business man.
